os GENERATION TO WHOM 
the term “the war” meant only 
one thing — the 1914-1918 conflict 
-—~ is now entering the pensionable 
category. Its two successors — one 
to whom “the war” meant only the 


1939-1945 fighting, and the other 


more recent generation, which on 
hearing of “the war” would ask 
which one — are themselves being 
superseded by a generation which 
has in its background so many 
major and minor military confla- 
grations that wars require a name 
rather than merely a_ definite 
article. : 


They speak of Biafra, Vietnam, 
the Middle East, and other wars. 
But there is a difference, For “the 
war” to earlier Canadians meant a 
conflict in which their country was, 
or had been, vitally involved. Wars 
to today’s young generation in 
Canada are events mainly of 
political or social significance; the 
military aspect is a dim and distant 
rumble of guns and bombs, with 
occasional photographic evidence of 
close-up individual horrors, # 


It is difficult to realize that well 

within an individual's lifetime war 
has changed from a matter- of 
patriotism _and adventure to one in 
which physical misery was the 
dominant element, and from that to 
a phenomenon that is philosophical- 
ly despicable, The Vietnam conflict 
has become, for Americans, the first 
major shooting war which could be 
opposed by Individuals claiming to 
be just as good patriots as those 
who willingly participated. And 
even the participants, by report, are 
largely cold to the objectives of the 
war, if these, indeed, have been 
clearly defined for them. 
_ War, in short, has lost face. 
Barring a people's response to plain 
aggression against its territory, war 
may never regain its one-time status 
as something a patriot simply had 
to take part in, Cowardice has 
ceased to be the automatic allega- 
tion cast at a war objector. 


Where do such thoughts lead on 


the eve of a day devoted annually to 
remembrance of the men and 
women who died in Canadian wars? 
Tt was said that they died to stop 
future wars, but that did not 
become a fact, It was said that they 
died for the cause of peace — but 
the peace-making too often only set 
the scene for a later war, If there is 
an applicable ideal, it is that they 
died for the Gause of humanity — 
but they wére forced to do it in a 
brutal, wasteful, inhumane, self- 
defeating way — parts of a vast 
machine which, as individuals, they 
could not control, 

Peacefulness, of course, has to 
be moré than one-sided, History has 
its toll of peaceful peoples who had 
no defence against warlike peoples, 
and hence disappeared in death or 
engulfment, But the nuclear age has 
brought new viewpoints on the 
returns from aggression. Possible 
total destruction in an all-out con- 
flict leaves little incentive to become 
an aggressor, This situation has 
assisted the gradual social revulsion 
against war, the striving of the 
common man to get out of the 
cannon-fodder category and live out 
his life while letting the other fellow 
live out his. 

“That is perhaps the best fune- 
tion of November 11 observances in 
this age: to serve as a looking-back 
point each year to see how far we 
have come along the road away 
from the ideas and ideals that made 
past wars possible, To many ob 
servers the distance backward may 
seem pitifully short, even hard to 
discern, and the Way ahead corres- 
pondingly long and endless. But if 
we are on the move, that is 
progress, Ideas can win out, by 
creating the physical conditions in 
which those ideas may flourish, 
November 11 therefore is. not 
merely an occasion for sentiment, 
memories and outmoded historical 
recollections: it can. be an annual 
reminder, a launch pad for today’s 
ideas about tomorrow — a workable 


and valid device to help ensure that ’ 


there will be a tomorrow,‘

A Move to Help Restore Federalism 


HE reservations expressed by Al- 

torney-General Arthur Wishart about 
the War Measures Act and its successor 
legislation herald a 
return, one hopes, to 
some degree of poli- 
tical normalcy and 
rational dialogue in 
this country, It is at 
least a sign that the 
unwritten, subtle and 
all too unsatisfactory 
modalities which 
have evolved for 
limiting power in

The key ancestor of 
Borlaug’s varieties was a 
Japanese dwarf wheat called 
Norin 10. The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture imported 
it for breeding purposes, not 
long after the surrender of 
Japan 

Orville Vogel, 
Pullman, Washington, used 
Norin 10 in elaberate cross- 
breedings that were to lead 
eventually to a valuable new 
wheat 

In the early 1950s Borlaug 
began using some of Vogel's 
first hybrids in his work in 
Mexico, He produced genetic 
mixtures with wheats from 
widely scattered parts of the 
world and,-in a- fortunate 
stroke, grew. them in winter 
and summer in very different 
environments,
